waste, aud besides, explains The Ameri 
can Cultivator, it has been ascertained 
that when water is drank by horses 6 
large share of it passes directly through 
the stomach and on into the large in- 
testines, where no digestion takes place: 
and that, if a horse is allowed to drink 
directly after eating, a portion of the food 
is carried along with it, which of course 
can then do no good, but is liable to de 
some injury. Therefore we say, always 
water horses before feeding and you wil 
find they will do better, drive better. 
sweat less, ete., and will drink all that 
nature demands as soon as they become 
-ccustomed to this habit. 


Coloring Butter.

If there is no economy of space in this 
arrangement, there is no argument for it. 
Fow!s will jump frort the lowest perch to 
the next, and so on to the highest, and 
then quarrel. They ali want the hizhest 
place. It is preferable to have the perches 
that of the cereal crops. Turnips are also 
well able to supply timselves with 
potash when crowing in % icrule soil, but 
thes have singularly litle pevwer of 2p- 
propriating the combined phosphoric acid 
of the scil; fresh xpplications or plrosphovic 
manures thus always produce # marked 
effect on this crop. 

Mangels have much deeper reets than 
turnips, and also a lenger period of 
growth. They have a xrezter capacity 
for drawing food from the soil. includiug 
both nitrogen, potash and phosphoric acid. 
When carted off the land they are prob- 
ably the most exhaustive crop that a 
farmer can grow. As mangels have vot 
the same ditlicnlty that turmps have of 
attacking the combined phosphoric acid of 
the soil, phosphoric manures are in ther 
ease of much less importance. Purely 
nitrogenous mannres, nitrate of 
sodium, when applied alene to mangels 
generally produce a great effect on the 
crop: this is not the case with turnips, 
which require phosphates as well as nitro- 
gen in their manrres. 

As both turnips and mangels constime 
extremely large amounts of plant food. a 
liberal manuring with farm yard manure 
is in most cases essential tor the produc- 
tion of a full crop: but the special charac- 
teristics of the manure for turnips should 
be phosphoric, und of that for mangels 
nitrogenous. 

Potatoes are surface feeders and require 
a liberal general manuring to insure an 
abundant cron.
